at gunpoint at 8.15 am today. : 
' Helicopters, tracker dogs and road blocks are being used, 
and a large number of Police huve Leen called in to 
search for the kidnappers. 


Sketchy details 


Details of the kidnapping are sketchy, but, it is under- 
stood that Mr Wong left his house at 18 Perkins- 
road, Hongkong, at 8.15 this morning to go to his 
office.

AST night, at Keawick 

Hall, ' Kowloon, — the 
Music Society presented a 
company of Indonesian 
Dancers and Musicians in a 
programme of musie and 
dances from Bali and Cen- 
tral Java, 

This was quite a novelty for 
Hongkeng—I om told It ls the 
only occasion of a ve per- 
formance of Indoneslan dances 
here. The Company fs per- 
forming ngain tonight and on 
Saturday, each programme 
ditferent from the other two. 

The programme concisted of 
four Balinese and three Javan- 
ese cunees. There were two 
orchestras supporting the dane 
cers, one Balinese, one Javanese, 
and both remained sitting on- 
stage, crosmlegged, throughout 
the programme. Each orchestra 
was largely = pereussive — In 
charicter. > 

Such melody as [ heard was 
Sustained by a flule (Balinese) 
and by a type of violin 
(Javanese). The evening opened 
with an Overture, or Gamelan, 
and It was obviotts that {t- was 
rolng ‘tg be a nolsy evening. 

The actual dances are all 
comparatively almple; but for 
sheer grace of movement the 
Uttle girl dancers were quite 
remarkable, and the costumes 
@ay and strildng, 

Of ut the dances, perhaps 
the most outstanding were the 
Demon Dance, the dance de- 
pictIng two mothers with their 
children (in whieh the orches- 
tral accompaniment — reminded 
me of the “left hand’ in 
Chopin's Berecuse) and the old 
classical dance  perfo: i by 
the two ten-ycar-old girls. 

Throughout ench dance, the 
rythm and tempo of the musle 
altered every few bars, and 
although there scemed to be 
nothing in the nature of a con- 
ductor or leader, the Players 
played with remarkable preci- 
slon, on their xylophone-like 
instruments:

theatres, and Great Brita’: 40. 
France follows with 27) and 
Getmany 26. ‘i 

No other countries are near 
thls figure; In the whoie of 
Africa, there are only 13 theatres 
so equipped while Australia can 
muster only five, two of these 
theatres being in Sydney.
